moet certainly for several ctmterieB. 
It iB'far too great tot';rpmoral by evap- 
oration, chemical combinntlon or oven 
physical absorption by pores or cav- 
erns In the rocks. What becomes of 
the water, that Is constantly flowing 
Inland and disappears finally in tlio 
Ossnre* that' have opened in tho lime- 
•tone? 


fTho question has been the subject of 
much study, but no conclusive answer 
has been given. It Is probablo thnt 
there Is an underground channel which 
carries tho water'back Into tho sea at' 
no great depth below the surface. The 
constant Influx of salt water at Ccpha- 
lonla is duplicated us far as IB known 
•t no other point of the world.—New

"In <ioa Wo Trust" Suoooatcd by * 


Maryland Farmer, 


To an honest, God fearing farmer of 


the state of Maryland la due Llio mot- 
to, "In God wu trust," which nppimts 
on the coinage of tho United States. 
In 1361, when Salmon P. Cbasi- wus 
•ocrctary of th» troanury, lib wrote to 
him that as we claimed to bu a Chris- 
tian people wo fihonld mnko some suita- 
ble recognition of that fact on our 
coinage. 


Tho letter was referred to James 


Pollock, director of the mint, who dis- 
cussed thu mutter in his report for 
1802. 
Congress was apathetic, nnd 


Chase mentioned It to tlio lawmakers 
again In 1863: 


"The motto truggested, 'In God our 


trust,' Is talcou 
from onr national 


hymn, 'The Star Spangled Banner.' 
-The sentiment Is .familiar to every citt- 
«ou of our country. 
It has thrilled 


millions of ^.ninrioan freemen. 
The 


time Is propitious; 'tlfi un hour of na- 
tional peril and clanger, nn hour when 
man's strength Is weakness, when our 
strength and salvation must be of 
God." 


As a result a two cent broii7.o piece 


w«« authorized by congress to bo. coin- 
ed the following year, April 22, 1804, 
and upon thfs was first stamped the 
motto, "In God wu trust." By an act 
of March 3, 1S05, It WHS extended to 
other coins.—Minneapolis Journal.
